Connecting Power to Base Unit 

Choose a location for the Base 
near an electrical outlet and a 
telephone jack.

Communications Commission (FCC). Even so, this Handset and Base can communicate 
over only a certain distance — which can vary with the locations of the Base and Handset, 
the weather, and the construction of your home or office. For best performance, keep the 
Base antenna fully upright. 

If you receive a call while you are out of range, the Handset might not ring — or if it 
does ring, the call might not connect when you press PHONE . Move closer to the Base, 
then press PHONE to answer the call.

Headset Operation
